away both charms and embankments.

CANDIDATES FOB COMGRESS1ONAI, 


POSITIONS. 


Next Monday, December 2nd, the 


Fifty-fourth Congress of the United 
States will meet in regular session. 
The House will have a Republican ma- 
jority of about 140 and will be in a 
position to pass any measure over the 
President's veto. Just now the pat 
ronage at the disposal of the House is 
recei /ing more attention than the laws 
which the body may pass during the 
session Besides clerks of committees 
and clerks of the members, there are 
195 offices at the disposal of the major- 
ity 
The salaries of the 195 officials 


K.«nige $1,125 for the session. Some 
of these ofSouls are elected by the 
House in caucus, while the clerks of 
committees and of members nre ap- 
pointed. The applicants for each po- 
sition average aeven, though there are 
only two for the Clerkship. The Clerk 
of the House receives $5,000; the Sar- 
geant-at-Arms, $4,500; the doorkeeper, 
$3,500; the postmaster, $2,500 and the 
chaplain only $900. The two candi- 
dates for the Clerkship are ex-Con- 
gressman Henderson of Iowa and ex- 
Ccngressman McDowell of Pennsyl- 
vania. Captain McKee of Indiana and 
Mr, Russell of Missouri are the princi- 
pal candidates for Sergeant-at-Arms. 
There are numerous candidates tor 
chaplain, six of whom are preachers 
who reside in Washington. 


Next Saturday a canons of the mem- 


bers of the dominant party in the 
House will be held to agree upon the 
nominees. Ex-Speaker Reed of Maine 
will doubtless be named for Speaker 
without opposition. He has had ex- 
perience and knows how to count a 
quorum whether the members answer 
at roll call or not. In the next Con- 
gress he should experience no diffi- 
culty on that store as 135 Republicans 
can absent themselves at roll call and 
the party could still muster a quorum 
in the House. There will scarcely be 
enough Democrats in the House to be 
missed if they should all stay awny 
and it is not probable that Mr Beed 
will have to name any of them to make 
a quorum. 


The Republicans will have full sway 


in the House and can pass any meas- 
ure they please through that body 
whether Mr. Cleveland sanctions it or 
not. Such being the fact the Republi- 
can press of Nevada should use its in- 
fluence with the majority of the House 
to pass a free coinage bill. What if 
Mr. Cleveland does veto it, they can 
pass it over his veto. 


THE TVSKISH METHOD. 


It is stated, in a private letter re- 


ceived in London from Constantinople 
that a diver while engaged in driving 
piles for a new pier in the Golden 
Horn was surprised to see himself sur- 
rounded at the bottom of the sea by 
a number of men apparently standing 
upright in the water. Upon investiga- 
tion he found that they were the 
corpses of students who were recently 
arrested by the Tnrkisn police and 
taken out in boats and sunk in the 
Boaphorns for participating in the dis- 
turbance at Stamboul The bodies had 
leaden weights attached to their feet 
and the diver said there were forty or 
fifty of them where he was at work. 


Possibly this report may be exag- 


gerated, but as it is the Turkish custom 
to dispose of offenders by sinking them 
in the Bosphorus it is probably true. 
If so, is not the Turkish Government 
as barbarous as that of the King of 
Dahomey in darkest Africa? 
The 


powers are aware of this barbarism and

From your long experience what 


would be lost m drawing off the liquid 
from the precipitating tanks ? 


I should say about nothing; not 


profitable to try and save it. The 
small amount of value recovered by 
assaying the sediment in the settling 
tanks m the yard of the mint doubt- 
less came from the main stack or chim- 
ney of the mint, the tanks being always 
uncovered. The offset ot ram or snow 
on the roof of the mint would be to 
wash off anything deposited there from 
the stacks and down the sewei. 


The effect of using nitric acid and 


borax in melting is to clean the gold 
fi om dirt and oxydized matter. Slum 
melts are from the settling tanks after 
the liquid is drawn 
off.

Corrosion of Metals by Water. 


The peculiar statement is made by 


M. Bauchier in Le Revue Maritime ef 
Coloniale that corrosion of metals by 
water may be caused by the action of 
micro-organisms present m particular 
harbors,' but absent in the ocean. It ap- 
pears that the fact, as ascertained, of 
pure aluminium plates immersed in 
Norfolk Roads being badly corroded at 
the end of three months, while m 
France commercial aluminium subject- 
ed to the same test was practically un- 
touched, and two plates attached to the 
bottom of a ship were rninjured niter a 
voyage around the world, led him to in- 
vestigate the sea water from dntercnt 
places, with the followiug lesuRp, xs 
stated: If introdnced into boiler^, the 
Mediterranean water, ^vhich eoutaiup 
more salt than the Atlantic w.ilev, 
causes more damage; bo does the water 
taken from estuaries and near the oh ore, 
which contains a larger proportion of 
nitrates from fermenting orgauio mat- 
ter. The destructive power of the shore 
water is much reduced, however, if it 
be sterilized by means of boiling.

The appearance of rust on the tnninj 


pins and the steel wires of a piano is a 
sure indication that the piano has been 
exposed to moisture or dampness. The 
time of year or the age or quality of the 
piano has nothing to do with it, as rust 
may appear in a night. The fact that 
the room is heated by a stove just out- 
side of it will probably account for the 
rust, as the chances ore that after the 
usual cooling of a fire overnight its 
heating in the morning would be likely 
to cause condensation on the metal, anc 
rust would immediately appear. Do noi 
use oil or auy greasy substance^ to re 
move it. It will probably not do any 
harm unless it causes the strings to 
break, in which case they will have to 
be replaced. Most pianos requite tuning 
twice a year. The only important can 
to be given a piano is to keep it iu an 
even, dry temperature. — Ladies' Home 
Journal.
